Private Letters from Holland advife, thar the 
Burghers of Amersfort, having lately turn’d out their _ 
ancient Magiftrates, and fet up others in their ftead, 
tumultuoufly, and without the aa or Con- 


treckt,the 


they declar'd thé Proceedings of the Burghers of 
Amersfort in making Alterations in the Magiftracy 
of their Town, to be illegal, and null ; commanded ° 
them to reftore the ancient Magiftrarés to their 
Offices ; and promis’d that if any ill Practices had 
crept into the Adminiftration of the Affairs of the . 


{aid Town, fince the Year 1672, (as was alledg’d & 


by the Burghers in their own Juftification,) they 


fhould be redrefs'd ; and that the Magiftracy fhould 
be put upon the fame foot on which it ftood from 


the Year 1651 to 1672 (which was all the Burghers 
feem’d ar firft to contend for.) They likewife offer’d a 
general Amnefty for what had pa(s’d, to all that 
fhould pay a ready Obedience to the faid Placard. 
But thiscoo! Method not producing the defir’d Effect, 
the Srates of Utrecht order’d a Regiment of Foor 
and another of Dragoons to march towards Amers- 


-fort, to compel the Factious Burghers to Obedience, 


and make them fubmit to Authority. On notice of 
which the Burghers made faft the Gates of their 
Town, imprifon’d the Burgomafters van Duren, 
Tekman, Both, and 5 or 6 other Perfons, (fome of 


‘them of the old Magiftracy and fome of the New,) 


in the Town-Houfe, and threaten’d to put them to 


Death in cafe thofe 2 Regiments fhould advance near 


their Walls. Hereupon the States of Utrecht, un- 
willing to proceed to Extremities, and yet refolving 
to maintain the Soveraignty of the Province, fent a 
Drummer int the Town to offer an Amnefty once 
more,a few Perfons (the Ringleaders of the Sedirion)
